army in the Manchurian campaign.

One o f these was General Corvisart, I 
commanding the troops who wrested \

from the Germans. A second one was

Pershing, commanding the 
American 
Expeditionary

France. The third one will be named 
later. 
During the Russian-Japanese 
war, half a dozen of the military at­ 
taches of the great powers messed 
together and constituted practically a 
little family. 
All of them were lieu­ 
tenants then. 
When Corvisaret and Pershing, both 
of whom have been generals since 
then, met by accident just before the 
second battle* of Verdun, and renewed

impending buttle on the left bank of 
the Meuse from his own observatory.

The threatened monoi>oHza- 
tion of education by women is not

correspondence course 
for which more than 8.000 people have 
enrolled with the University of Cali- 
larnia. 
In coeducational universities 
the proportion of women students is 
tapidiy increasing, and in wartime is 
a large majority; In the high schools 
of California, also, a majority of the 
students are girls; but of the appli­ 
cants for the correspondence courses 
given by tile University of Califor­ 
nia. sixty jier cent are men and only 
forty lier cent women. Of the men, 
however, ninety per cent apply for 
courses of direct practical value, and 
only ten per cent for courses primari­ 
ly of cultural interest. 
Nearly four 
times as large a share of the women 
wish cultural courses. 
So reports Dr. 
F. F. Naeder, Director of the Bureau 
of Corres|K>iidence Instruction of the 
University of Uolifornia, in the last 
number of "School and Society," the 
New York educational weekly. 
That more than half of these thous­ 
ands of correspondence students of 
the University of California are over 
thirty years of age, and only four per 
cent less than twenty years old, Is re­ 
ported by Dr. Naeder. 
Of a thousand 
people who applied for correspond­ 
ence 
instruction 
during 
a 
recent 
month, twenty-five per cent wanted 
courses to help them in business life, 
ii it cen per cent wished to advance 
themselves in technical, engineering, 
md scientific work, seven per cent 
were teachers, and three and a half 
per cent housewives -all seeking ad­ 
vancement or increased skill in their 
occupations. 
The University Extension Division 
is now giving more than two hundred 
correspondence 
courses, 
including 
architectures, astronomy, automobile 
engineering, 
biology, 
business 
sub­ 
jects, economies, electrical engineer­ 
ing, English composition and litera­ 
ture, freehand and mechanical draw­ 
ing, history, home economics, hydraul­ 
ics. journalism, Latin, mathematics, 
mechanics, modern languages, music, 
navigation, philosophy, and zoology. 
Dr. Naeder reports there is demand 
for a thousand different courses.
